recent simplification by the federal

The first argument is as sound as a dollar. A 


high school preceptress defending bobbed hair tells 
me that some 60 per cent of her girl pupils, ranging 
from 15 to 20 years of age, now wear 
the 
hair 


bobbed, and closes her letter with this paragraph: 


•'.Just as a •clincher.' Men are the chief objectors 


to bobbed hair. 
Somewhat over 100 years ago all 


men, I should say all gentlemen, wore long hail- 
tied with ribbons. I wonder how many men would 
care to return to those days? They seem to have 
forgotten how short a time it is since their own 
emancipation." 


And for that matter, Eve—but we need not go so 


far back. 
Fifteen to 20 years ago bobbed hair was 


all the rage among girls and Women—in jails and 
institutions for defective women, and as a general 
rule these advanced creatures smoked cigarets too. 
There's nothing new about the bobbing fashion: it 
is merely a thing picked out of tho gutter and adopt 
ed by innocent but ill advised young women, just cs 
the shimmy dance and immodest dressing and jazz 
music- and other affectations of the badly trained 
young women of the day have been taken from the 
gutter. 


Physicians, sculptors and sociologists these days 


make strange allusions to "the third sex," meaning 
women who lack the distinguishing characteristics 
of the feminine, hipless. bustless. short haired, hard 
looking individuals, perhaps defective in develop- 
ment by reason of association with the effeminate 
type of manhood they consider ideal. 
\Ve need he 


men and the-women and we can't afford to imperil 
the race by countenancing any such neutrality of 


A woman's hair is one of her feminine charac- 


teristics, and it is her duty to Veep it, to care for 
t and to make it as attractive as possible, though it 
loes take considerable time every day. A woman

vind of teaching, the weakest kind of self discipline, 
to encourage this shameless mutilation of girls. (By 
the way, the high school preceptress defending the 
mutilation mentions that she has not bobbed her 
ow?i hair!

Hobbing spreads like an epidemic thru a school or 


a community. It brings almost inevitable remorse 
0 the unfortunate girls who undergo the mutilation. 
The hair never grows out again as luxuriantly as 
iromiscd. Hundreds of sad women have told me so.

PKXT1XEL. insists, "and not only 
the senate but the house membership 
and the American people are shamed 
beyond all measure if members of the 
two houses do not resent it and bring 
him to the bar of their two bodies. 
The legion as a body should demand 
the Idaho senator's expulsion 
from 


the senate in defense of its sacred 
dignity and honor." Yet a directly 
opposite opinion is entertained by tho 
Xew York TRIP.UXE, (Rep.), which 
insists that "the Idaho senator has 
elected to follow what he considers a 
righteous and patriotic course.

for all nations at peace.' 


"But protectionism is today more 


violent than ever, much more so than 
it was in 1414. The great powers were 
forced during the war to subsidize for 
their needs many branches of produc- 
tion. 
They tried after the armistice 


to maintain artificially these, new in- 
dustries. 
The practice of dumping in 


Cicrmany and in all countries >vith de- 
preciated exchange nas increased the 
custom duties. 
The new little states 


which have increased rapidly 
since 


191!) imagined they must imitate the 
movement in order to live. 
Neigh- 


bors such as France and 
Belguim, 


.the Germans and the Austrians pro- 
tect each other mutually. 


"The economic services of all the 


embassies are ter/ible offices of espi- 
onage to watch which country grants 
secretly differential tariffs to the oth- 
er. 
The consequences of this race 


for high custom duties have, every- 
where caused 
increased 
disorder. 


Bankruptcies have happened in the 
most protected industries, notably in 
the Italian metalurgic industry. Coal, 
the essential source of 
maintenance 


for European factories, can no longer 
circulate, because of the heavy taxes 
and the numerous custom barriers. In 
Austria, in Czccbo-SIovakia, in Italy, 
in France factories are closing down. 
The exchange has 
gone 
mad. In 


Liverpool and London food is perish- 
ing while: in Vienna the people are in 
misery and millions are 
dying 
of 


hunger in Russia. 
Who is profitling 


then by this situation? Naturally the 
adherents of protectionism, the heads 
of cartels. 
The most characteristic 


case is that of M. Stlnnes who buys 
up most important enterprises 
in 


Central Europe, improves them and 
works them with his own coal. 


"Certajnly these economic barriers 


are one of the most important causes 
of conflict. 
Protectionists always ar- 


gue about national defense, and they 
prove precisely that free trade could 
only be favorable to peace. 


"Nations have today extended their 


political boundaries. 
They live out- 


side of (heir territorial frontiers. Their 
economic interests are as wide as the 
world itself. 
In expectation of 
an 


agreement with 
America. 
Europe 


should begin by organizing production 
on the lines of free-trade. 
First, of 


all the colonies which, would practice 
the policy of the open door and which 
would no longer give favorable terms 
to the protecting country should get 
together. 
Thus the European coun- 


tries would disarm economically by 
lowering their often prohibit ivc tariffs 
according to a fxefi percentage. 


"No doubt in President 
Wilson's 


mind, preoccupied first of all with the 
League of Nations, was a plan to in- 
troduce 
international 
equilibrium 


and justice under the form of gradual 
free trade. 
It would be 
a 
great 


idea, for Kronen to organize economi- 
cally the League of Nations, the rep- 
resentatives of syndicates and trusts 
united in international commissions 
would be charged to direct to facilitate 
and to distribute freely all products. 
This plan would lead to each 
state 


creating a real economic state within 
the political state.

has recently published me plan for an 
economic society of 
nations.

Italians are also favorable to this iden 
and oven Tchitcherin spoke 
of 
an 


economic organization of the League 
of Nations. 
T'erhaps the Clenoa con- 


ference would not have been neces- 
sary if this organization had existed."

His Worst Gale 


Scout-Leader Marr, who was one of 


the two Boy Scouts chosen by the 
late Sir Ernest Shackletoii to join the 
crew of tho Quest in her expedition 
of exploration to the Antarctic has 
written an account of the first part of 
the journey, which is printed in the 
magazine of his school at Aberdeen, 
says the Daily Mail. 
Mooncy. the 


other Scout chosen, had to leave the 
expedition owing to 
continual sea- 


sickness. 


Scout Marr's account of 
the trip 


takes the reader as far 
as 
South 


Georgia, and gives an account of :i 
very fierce gale through which the 
Quest passed. 


"The journey from Rio de Janeiro 


to South Georgia was full of interest,'' 
he writes. "In the first place wo had 
very bad weather throughout, and, 
secondly, touching on myself, I had 
ample, opportunity of learning sailor- 
ing, since I was working as a deck- 
hand. 


"On Christmas Day the wind sot up 


and blew half a gale. This was very 
unfortunate, because it made it im- 
possible to cook our Christmas dinner 
or hold any festivity whatever. 
We 


were knocked about a good deal and 
the seas varied from L'O to 30 ft. high. 
We took a quantity of water over the 
rails. 


"On December 28 T came, on watch 


.at two in the morning. 
"We were run- 


ning- before a strong gale and pitch- 
ing and rolling heavily. Tho 
waves 


were quite 30 ft. high and were break- 
ing over the after end of the ship and 
the bridge. 
"I was looking out on the bridge 


when the officer of the watch sent me 
down for a tin of milk. Crossing the 


foot I was washed right off, my feet. I 
hung on to a ledge with my hands and 
so was saved from further disaster." 


Scout Marr g-oes 011 to describe how 


the storm grew so bad that the Quest 
had to be hove to. "By seven in the 
morning the waves were averaging 
between 30 and 40 ft. high, and many 
were well over 40. The gale had in- 
creased to a howling hurricane. 


"The docks were constantly awash 


and in some places in three feet of 
water. A ship, however, cannot run 
too far in front of such a gale and 
such heavy seas. 
Many waves over- 


lake her and she 
runs 
danger of 


foundering-. 
She consequently has to 


turn around and put her shoulder to 
the storm so that she just keeps up 
without going astern. That is called 
"heaving to.' 


"We hove to about nine 
o'clock, 


and bagsN of oil were put over the 
bows to keep down the sea, where the 
weight of tho storm struck us. 
The 


effect was really remarkable. 
A large 


sea which was likely to break over us 
would fall flat about fifteen yards off 
and slide away under the bows. Some 
six gallons of oil was used. 


"The 'boss' (Sir Ernest Shaokleton) 


told me that he had been at sea nearly 
thirty years and had never seen a gale 
maintained so Ions and with such in- 
tensity. 


"We sighted the snow-covered peaks 


of South Georgia on January 4. Rarly 
in the morning- of tho 15th we lost our 
leader, Sir Krncst Shackleton. 
You 


have 
probably 
beard 
everything. 


Frank Wild is jio v in command, and 
T do not suppose there is a better man 
living."

Letters To Improve Service 


Postal improvement week 
offers 


many ways in which the public can 
cooperate with the postofflce depart- 
ment to increase the efficiency of the 
service, and one of them suggested 
by Postmaster Gustave Keller is the 
placing of a. return address upon en- 
velopes. 


The number of letters that fail to 


reach their destination and are sent 
to the <|ead letter office for lack of 
return address is enormous and the 
loss of time in handling them means 
a great expense to the government. 
Tho senders in addition suffer much 
annoyance caused by the delay. 


The number of letters to reach the 


dead letter office, each year, accord- 
ing to Mr. Keller, is 19,000,000. Al- 
lowing for each letter a minimum of 
three minutes that are wasted in the 
handling, the total loss amounts to 
905,000 hours, or about $543,000 in 
money, figuring the average wage at 
60 cents an hour. All this money 


could be saved if the people would 
use ordinary care in mailing their 
letters. 


Last week an Appleton man was

letter 


which he had sent enclosing a check. 
The letter could not be delivered be- 
cause of removal of the person the 
letter was directed to. The letter had' 
to be held at the particular postofflce 
for a stated number of days. 
After 


the necessary time had elapsed, the 
letter was sent to the dead letter of- 
fice at Washington where it was open- 
ed and then returned to the Appleton 
postofflce. The letter was then deliv- 
ered to sender. A receipt was required 
of him and forwarded to Washington. 


The same procedure ig necessary in 


all similar cases. 
\Veeks elapse be- 


fore the letter is returned to the send- 
er—if it is returned at all. depending 
on whether the letter bears a signa- 
ture.
